Dear Mr. NeX'Tman; 

T was pleased to receive xrour letter of the 11th and read it with 
interest. T purchased The Fantastic 1804 Dollar when it was first 
advertised some time ajjF^ I enjoyed the book very much. Since my ox-m 
particular fi'^ld of stu'^v is the period prior to 1815 (for United 
States coinafTe) I ha'^ already sifte'^ through the Archives material for 
information on the 1804 Dollar and ether pieces, I did not note a 
sinfxle point at variance x>/ith my oxm findin<^s for the early period, 
HoX‘7ever, the later period about xrhich you xrrote x-jas very informative 
since I have ^one no research at all for this period of time. You 
are to be commende"-'' for this excellent X'7ork as it shall set to rest 
once and for all the cue st ions concerning the 1804 Dollars, 

On a tentative basis the Dollars of 1801-7-3 fall into an existence 
ratio of 6:9:7, hardlxr in line x^Tith the mintage records. Naturally 
the use of dies dated of a previous year confuses the reckoning. 

Yes, I am definitely interested in obtaining a copy of the ].isting 
of the coins in the Green collection. 'My major purpose in the "census” 
x«7as not that at all but more accuratelx/ it ws.s to establish ratios for 
various pieces. The 1794-1795 half Dollars have a tentative ratio of 
1:4 X'Thich enables me to set cteneral m.intage statistics, (Taking into 
consideration that the 1794’ s x-zere probably a little more hoarded, I 
estimate the 179^-'- dated coinage of half Dollars at 50-60,000.) This 
vjould in turn place the first use of 1795 dies at about the end of 
January, 1795. It is -difficult to set an exact date because the off- 
icial deliveries ^ (as printed by Breen and others) have no basis in 
fact, Tt is eavSxly shox'/n that manx^ coins x-xere paid out by the Mi.nt 
Treasurer before thev v/ere ever delivered to him. by the Ghief Coiner! 

If you X'jould like, I X'^7ill send you a conx’’ of the totals for the 
census as soon as it is com.pletely finished.

I had the privilege of reading, for the first 
time, your Digges letters, which I consider of major import- 
ance in numismatics and I congratulate you for finding them. 

Do you have any information on who Alexander Walkins and 
Thomas Ketland are? This would be very interesting to me. 

Incidentally, this leaves open the question of the 
1792 coinage which was apparently made by the same diemaker 
and probably by the same coiner and I wonder if you have any 
information in that regard.There is specific evidence that 
Hancock did the 1792 Roman Bust cent. The problem now is to 
get a little more information on the other 1792 cents. 

I am delighted, personally, to have proof that 
President Washington received samples of the English coin- 
age, as I own the Washington President 1792 cent, in gold, 
which is unique, and which has always been said to have been 
a pocket piece of General Washington. If one specimen in 
gold was made it certainly would have been given to Washington 
if that was the practice. 

Since I will be wandering to Birmingham, I an 
going to try to see if I can find anything new in the Boulton 
papers which has not already been found.

'•■Jhen I spoke to you on the phone in June you mentioned that 

it miyht be possible for me to borrow some books from you if a 

need arose. The ANA library is so far behind that it would i^sike 
me forever to get them. The books I am interested in are: Kosoff’s 
work on U.S. Dimes (1945 ?), Valentine’s work on half Dimes (ANS 
1930 ?), and Bolender’s work on Dollars (1950 ?). I have Beistle 
and Hazeltine,and Browning X'7ill not be needed. 

The reason for this request is that I intend to e:rpand my articles 
on the early coinage of the United States to include a listing of 
all of the varieties of each denomination. Mr. Hewitt has informed 
me that he likes the idea so it is (hopefully) on!J.y a matter of time 
o" time before the first one is printed. He has at present a work 

on the 1795 copper but I did not discuss varieties in that one. I 

am presently trying to finish up the 1853-1873 statistics x<rhich will 
give me time to collect all the necessary information on varieties. 

■Bold is a doubtful addition since very little (that I know of) has 
been published on the variexties except for Breen’s work. 

I hope that these article a^rill make a good reference source 
readily availible to the average collector; the only trouble is of 
course that they will be of necessity very slowly printed. But then 
the average reference work is not availible to most collectors and 
it can be hoped that the articles will somewhat fill the void, 

I took extensive notes on the above source books some years 
ago but at the time I vras only interested in matings and numbers 
of dies so these are of little value now, even if I knew where they 
were in my messy filing system. 

If ±t is impossible for you to send them (in use, etc,) perhaps 
you could photostat the ^early years (say 1795-1799) similar to the 
selection from the .ANS journal 370 U sent me with the Brasher quota- 
tion and I could pay you the expenses, I might note that I am in 
the process of setting up a darkroom and plan on putting a number 
of the more important documents into the NSM early US and 1853-73 
articles; I have a good 35mm camera and am going to try to do some 
photocopy work and studies of coins, but have not begun printing 
any yet.

Bear Mr. Ne'tvman : 

I received last Monday the books which you were kind enough to 
send and T cannot thank you enough for sending them. Instead of 
spending hours cop 3 /ing them T tried my 35mm camera as a copy camera 
with excellent results; T have yet to make myself a copy stand so 
I had to hand hold it and was rather surprised that I didn’t have to 
retake any, 

I do not know whether or not you collect bank notes but I just 
discovered the raanusetipt records of the second Bank of Indiana (1834- 
1854) completely listing the issuance of all notes. Oddly the re- 
cords list notes presently unknown - for example a seven Dollar note 
of this institution issued from 1839 to about 1841 or 1842, IThen I 
finish making the copy stand for my camera I will begin photographing 
notes and coins, although there will be delay for the coins since a 
lens of longer focal length is needed for these. 

I have rece5.vedppermission from Mr, Kosoff to reprint whatever 
I need from his work on Dimes and am presently awaiting word from 
Mr. Bolender (for the Dollars) and the ANS (for Valentine’s v7ork on 
half Dimes) though I suppose that the latter’s copyright has really 
expired hy now unless the -ANS renex^7s them. I also presume Beistle’s 
copyright has lapsed but I x^ill check with the Librargx of Congress 
Cop 3 /right divisi.on to make sure. As I mentioned the major idea behi.nd 
this expanded x7ork is to present to the average collector (x'/ho may 
onl 7 / have an occasional piece of this era) the opportunity to dis- 
cover which variety he has. 

The letter from Mr. Stirling listed a new variety of the 1796 
X7hich I cannot recall being published. I had intended to say merely 
that a B-6 Dollar had been discovered x^ith a ncx '7 reverse containing 
a vertical die crack on the right thffd of the co5_n. Perhaps, if the 
piece has not been previously published it would be best to just note 
that another variety does exist, I will let you be the judge of this.

I see no reason why you should not publish the new 
B-6 Collar of 1796 which was discovered since the publication 
and I am sure Mr, Stirling, if you write him, would not ob- 
ject, I presume you are going to publish the other new 
varieties which were found after Bolender’s book, Any time 
you can add something to the knowledge of these items you 
should, and should not worry about permission, if there is 
no pbblication in process by another. 

Naturally, I do not like to see a republication of an 
old work done without having it done up to date but Beistel’s 
work is so poor and incomplete that you might wish to add 
Overton's additions. 

You asked whether I collect bank notes and ray answer 
is a resounding ’’yes".

I presume you know that three of the die varieties 
of dollars listed in Bolender’s book are not genuine but were 
made at the Mint at the time the 180U dollar was made. Like- 
wise, the EB counterstamp is a forgery,,..

Dear Mr. Newman: 

Today T mailed back your books (in the same box and wrapped in 
the same way to avoid damage) with many thanks for loaning them to 
me. The work by Belden was especially helpful to me in the article 
T am working on concerning the Indian Peace Medals. The other gave 
me some ideas on the whys and wherefores of our own medals. 

I have not heard again from the Archives so I am hoping that they 
have found the important papers about the 1834 strikings. They 
claimed to have found the letter of April, 1831, but they did not say 
what the contents were. Surely there weren’t two letters on the same 
day to the dame person. Anyway, ass soon as I get the microfilm I 
will send you prints from it for your perusal. 

Only one draft has been done on the 1804 material as I am waiting 
to see what the 1831 letter says. However, I suspect that it will 
merely ask for the suspension to be lifted on the grounds that the 
rsasons for suspension no longer exist and then give very little in- 
formation as to whv. However, during the fiscal year 1830 the amount 
of silver exported was only about three-quarters of a^^'milllon dollars, 
far below the normal of from three to ten millions. The fiscal year 
1830 had the best record (6.6 million more imported than exported) 
than any year from 1821-96 save one - 1834 with 12,8 million inxtixx 
surplus. Almost certainly Director Moore knew of these figures for 
1830 and before. 


As an aside for future thought: do you know anything about the 

life of Mint Director Samuel Moore? T have never been able to turn 
anytihing up on him except that he was a mining engineer after leaving 
office in 1835, 


-Also for future thought: what do you think of suggesting to the 
Director of the Mint that they produce a volume on the medals struck 
by the United States Mint since its origin? This would tie in nicely 
with both the Medallic Art work and the Bicentennial of 1976. If I 
suggest it then they just might toss my letter in the wastebasket.

PLANS FOR RESEARCH 


The primary purpose of the applicant in applying for a Guggen- 
heim Fellowship is to prepare a catalog of the coins issued by Russia 
and its subject states since about l59o. He has long been interested 
in this facet of numismatics and feels himself fully qualified to 
undertake the task. 

A project of this magnitude has never been done, even in the 
Russia of the czars, when the science of numismatics was at its 
height. He feels that such a work would be of value to museums, nu- 
mismatists, historians, and governmental agencies dealing with the 
coinage. As envisaged, this single volume would include the regular 
Russian coinage as well as that struck under the direct control of 
the Russian authorities; examples of this would be the coinage of 
Czarist Poland during the years l8l5 to l 86 i 4 . and the Finnish coinage 
of 1861-1917. 

In this catalog he wishes to depart from traditional Russian 
numismatics, where coins are catalogued by year and reign, to a 
system whereby they are listed by denomination. In this way space 
will be saved and certain constantly repetitive material that would 
be encountered in the copper and silver coinages could be avoided. 

He also believes that the catalog should be done along the lines 
of present American standards; this is to say that die varieties 
would only be recognized when they were of numismatic or historical 
significance . 

He also proposes to segregate the purely pattern pieces (of 
types not struck for circulation) into a special section so that 
a clearer picture may be gained by historians or numismatists of 
the actual currency during a given period of time. 

There will also be a section listing special pieces of inter- 
est such as the stamp money of World War I and the various fantasy 
issues struck to deceive collectors. Any information that can be 
uncovered relative to counterfeit Russian coins will also be inclu- 
ded in this section. 

The catalog will include full metrological and epigraphic data 
for all. of the coinages covered. Should space permit, he proposes 
to include a general listing of the paper money issues of the" var- 
ious central governments since the l?60’s. A short, general his- 
tory of the earlier monetary circulation of Russia will serve to 
complete the catalog. 

In addition to gathering material for the proposed catalog the 
applicant plans to do research in certain areas with the aim of 
writing several specialized monographs or articles for numismatic 
or other publications. These areas would include: 


1. The influence of Western techniques and aesthetics 
on Russian coinage 

2. Coinage struck by Russian mints for foreign states 

3. Monetary reforms in Russia since l800 with special 
emphasis to their effect on the coinage

To achieve ese aims it will be necessary to visit a munber 
of museums in the united States and Europe. First of all, begin- 
ning in mid-August, he plans a stay of from three to five weeks in 
Washington, D.C. Hare he will examine, piece by piece, the famed 
collection of Russian coins formed by the Grand Duke Georgi Mik- 
hailovitch and resting in the Smithsonian Institution. He expects 
to photograph the important specimens for the catalog and future 
reference . 

In the evenings while in Washington he will do research at the 
National Archives. There is information on Russian coinage to be 
found here but as the records are interspersed among several thou- 
sand pages of documents it will require several evenings to finish 
this project. 

After his return from Washington, the applicant will spend the 
months from September to March accomplishing three goals. The 
first will be to complete the final arrangements for his trip to 
Europe which will in themselves require a large amount of time and 
effort . 

During this interval of time he will lay out the basic draft 
of the catalog which can be done through the Russian numismatic 
texts in his possession and from the examination of the Smithson- 
ian collection. While he is in Europe the findings can be incor- 
porated directly into the draft and upon his return home the final 
copy will be made from the amended manuscript. 

His third goal will be to enroll at Purdue University to im- 
prove his knowledge of the Russian language. At present it is ade- 
quate for normal translations of books, documents, and letters but 
his ability in conversational Russian is somewhat lower. (It may 
be noted parenthetically that the amount of Russian needed to de- 
cipher inscriptions on the coinage is of a very low -order.) 

Early in April the applicant will fly to London where he will 
spend between one and two weeks examining specimens of Russian 
coins at the British Museum. Here he will probably not come across 
any books or documents that are relevant but will wish to photograph 
some of the more important coins. 

From London he will fly to Leningrad, site of the Hermitage 
Museum, which is the museum as far as the Russian coinage goes. 

He expects a minimum stay of four weeks with a possibility of 
staying there six weeks. He contemplates the largest part of his 
European research being done here. 

While the applicant spends the bulk of his time examining the 
vast number of coins to be met with here, it is proposed to hire 
two interpreters to tape record translations of archival documents 
and books not readily available in the West. Although the appli- 
cant is capable of doing his own translation work he would quite 
naturally be slower at it than a professional and funds could thus 
be saved as interpreters can be hired at less cost than the appli- 
cant would spend in extra sustinence. He will do considerable pho- 
tographing of coins while at the Hermitage. 

Upon leaving Leningrad he will travel to Moscow and spend from 
one to two weeks just examining and photographing specimens to be 
found at the State Historical Museum on Red Square. In Moscow, as 
well as in Leningrad, one or two days will be spent in photographing 
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buildings and monuments connectad with the coinage. 

Prom Moscow he will travel to Kiev in the Ukraine where he 
will exEimine and photograph coins at the Kiev State Historical 
Museum. This institution is particularly rich in specimens of the 
prePetrine era and even has a good collection of the Kievan state 
coinage of the earliest period of the Russian nation. 

After a few days in Kiev he will fly to Tiblisi (Tiflis) in 
the Caucasus for an examination of the special Georgian coinage 
struck between I 78 I and 1833 under Russian control. Probably only 
a few days will be needed here also. 

Depending upon the Russo-Polish specimens to be found in the 
museums of the USSR a short side trip to Warsaw may be in order to 
view the appropriate numismatic collections. 

After the applicant returns to his home (sometime in June or 
early July) he expects to spend the remainder of his Fellowship 
making final corrections in his catalog and assembling his material 
for 'the series of specialized articles to be written. He believes 
that in the present state of the numismatic market, and in the fore- 
seeable future, there will be no difficulty in having the catalog 
published within a short time of its being prepared. The applicant 
will naturally be responsible for all of the details. 

Although it appears on first glance that the applicant is 
only making his request for reasons of scholarship and research, 
thei*e are less tangible benefits that will derive from such a grant. 
First, and foremost, an American numismatist will stay for an exten- 
ded period in the USSR and thus meet with a number of his Soviet 
counterparts. As the world of numismatics is non-political ha feels 
that the two peoples may thereby be brought closer together in one 
small way. He believes that in this manner, in addition to scholar- 
ship, ho would be stimulating better international understanding, 
which is one of the special aims of the Guggenheim Foundation. 

Another benefit to be derived from this Fellowship would be 
the making available to American (and other English-speaking) numis- 
matists the fruits of Russian scholarship in the ancient and medieval 
coinages. At little extra cost the interpreters could translate 
into English the Russian texts dealing with these areas. Such 
translations could be deposited at the major numismatic libraries 
(American Numismatic Society, Smithsonian Institution, and American 
Numismatic Association) in this country. 


Robert W, Julian has been a prolific writer on numismatic 
subjects. His articles have been welcomed by the technical numis- 
matic publications in the United States, such as The Numismatist, 

The Numismatic Scrapbook, and Whitman’s Monthly Journal, His writings 
are primarily based on research in the United States Archives and 
studies of Russian numismatic data. He has found unpublished import- 
ant material in the Archives even though the Archives have been 
studied by many other scholars in the past. This is due to his 
thoroughness and his ability to analyze quantities of material for 
important data. He is thoroughly familiar with the literature 
written in the fields of his interest. He has the physical stamina 
to engage in long hours of research and his devotion to the field 
makes him want to accomplish as much as possible in a short time. 

He has submitted to this organization some of his writing 
before publication in order to get our thoughts on some of his find- 
ings and theories. He has been flexible with respect to suggestions 
we have made and improved on those suggestions in revising his drafts, 

I was a representative from the United States at the last 
International Numismatic Congress, at Copenhagen, in 1967. The 
numismatic scholars of the world were in attendance except those 
from Russia, The Russians, apparently, had no permission to attend, 
but representatives were present from Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary, 
etc. This is another reason why it is ii^portant for an American 
scholar to work with Russian numismatic scholars and Russian museum 
officials in a cultural field. It will tend to open the doors to 
other Russian fields where cooperation with Americans doing re- 
dearch is severely limited. 

The American Numismatic Society, in New York, and the Smith- 
sonian Institution, have very large Russian coin collections and 
a work by an American scholar in this field will greatly aid the 
appreciation and study of those collections. 

We would very much like to see Robert W. Julian granted a 
Fellowship to undertake this unusual subject of research, apply- 
ing American methods to the extensive but uncoordinated Russian 
numismatic field.

Vour letter of the 11th was r<»ceive<i 'c<n*th interest a few 
'^ays af^o. "^our ouestion about the cold piece being given to a 
top otf-fcial did ring a bell, but the result was not exactly as 
T had expected. T knew that somewhere or sometime T had seen 
such a reference. Oue to a bout with a throat infection just 
over T have had time the past week to do some reading manared 

to find the item in question. Unfortunately, the place I had 
seen this reference was in your letter of June 17, 1964!!! T 
looked further but could find nothing. The only person that 
might have such a reference (besides yourself) would be Uon Taxay. 

The project to catalogue all of the mint medals through 1899 
is coming along fairly well. T have been ordering microfilm from 
the archives and bv "^av will have gone through around 16,000 pages 
of material. In June T will leave for the Past and spend some 
weeks at the Archives, 'Smithsonian, ANS^ etc. A great many of 
the medals mentioned in the mint accounts cannot be identified at 
present and it will probably take an appeal for information in 
the coin newspapers on some of them. '^’or example, one gold 
’Shakespeare’ medal was struck nearly everv year from 1876 to 1887. 

’Ihen vour letter arrived T was planning to write anyway over 
a medal vou once mention«'d. You once told me that your mother had 
been awarded some prize medals and that you had them or had ready 
access to them. T would appreciate it if you could could send a 
rubbing so that T could make up a tentative description. It seems 
to me that the medals were from a conservatory of music. Hopefully 
it will turn out that thev were struck at the mint. 

T mifht mention in passing that the manuscript T wrote for 
Tom Becker in 1970 (the International Numismatic Collector Society) 
is to be published in several parts in Coins Magazine the rest of the 
year, , starting with the next issue ( April j . This will be a general 
history of all of the mints, coinage, and medals from the 1790 ’s.
